THE FRENCH LITERARY OUTLOOK. 


Ir is at first hard to realize that although 
year by year more works of French origin find 
their way into translations published in Eng- 
land and America, yet for three years past the 
number of books published in France has been 
steadily decreasing. The death of an unusual 
number of celebrated and prolific writers has 
fallen within those years, and has been men- 
tioned by some of the French journals as a 
cause for the almost unaccountable fact that 
France alone of the writing nations is not 
steadily increasing her literary output accord- 
ing to natural ratio. 

In 1894, 13,550 volumes appeared; in 1895 the 
figures dropped to 12,927, a decrease of nearly 
two volumes per day. Itis gratifying to find it 
vouched for that this decrease has been mainly 
in the field of lighter literature. The kind of 
literature which has been known for so long as 
‘‘French” seems really to have wandered 
from its birthplace into the foreign countries 
which so long looked askance upon it, and to 
flourish there even when robbed of its always 
Strong plea for acceptance when born in 
France—its perfect artistic setting. A subtle 
change seems to be transpiring in the literary 
atmosphere of France which lays a temporary 
spell of silence on mediocrity; which, of course, 
must also explain the falling off in quantity. 

M. Brunetiére has called attention to the re- 
naissance of idealism in France and signals its 
approach not alone in literature, but in music, 
in painting, even in politics and statecraft. 
** As spring to the earth comes this change to 


those of us who have long watched the literary 
tendency and influence. What with the nox- 
ious exhalations from the works of the so- 
called naturalists, the insidious poison of the 
psycho-realists and ‘tragic idyllists,’ the dank 
fogginess of the pseudo-mystics, the best of the 
reading world is sick at heart; the soul is in re- 
volt, and with the natural instinct of a plant 
for the light, turns to those writers of the 
present or past who have steadfastly wor 
shipped and upheld the ideal.” 

The United States has now a literary output 
about half as large as France. And yet we 
cannot help thinking that if our publishers 
selected in such nice fashion that two books a 
day of even this output might fall out for the 
coming year, readers, publishers, and, above 
all, booksellers would be immensely benefited 





THE MESSAGES AND STATE PAPERS 


OF THE PRESIDENTS. 


THE first volume of what promises to be 
one of the most valuable publications ever 
issued by the government may be expected 
shortly. The work in question is a com- 
pilation of the messages and state papers of 
the Presidents of the United States from 1789 
to 1897, published by authority of Congress. 
It will contain historical matter of priceless 
value, some of which is not even on record 
in the archives of the government, together 
with the secret proceedings of the Senate, now 
for the first time disclosed. Representative 
Richardson, of Tennessee, chairman of the 
House Committee on Printing of the last Con- 
gress, has been engaged for more than a year 
under a resolution of the Fifty-third Congress 
in compiling the annual special and veto mes- 
sages, inaugural addresses and proclamations 
of the Presidents from the beginning of the 
government down tothe close of the present 
administration. 

The first volume will include the firsttwenty- 
eight years of our history as a nation—that is, 
from 1789 to 1817—Washington, Adams, Jeffer- 
son, and Madison. 

The Senate has recently removed the injunc- 
tion of secrecy from all executive messages 
since Johnson’s term closed, in order that Mr. 
Richardson might have access to them for this 
work. Thesedocuments, of course, have never 
been published, and will be read with interest 
by students of history, and will disclose many 
highly interesting matters in connection with 
that important epoch of this government. 

The work will have especial value in that it 
will contain all the proclamations of the Presi- 
dents. Itis a singular fact that the govern- 
ment archives do not possess these proclama- 
tions. They are not inthe State Department, 
where they might be supposed to be on file, and 
Mr. Richardson has been compelled to get 
them from the statutes at large, from contem- 
poraneous newspaper publications, and from 
historical works, such as ‘‘Sparks’s Washing- 
ton.” 

The steel portrait of each President will ap- 
pear in its proper place, together with a bio- 
graphical sketch prepared by Mr. Richardson. 
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REMINISCENCES OF LITERARY LON- 
DON, 1779-1853. 


FRANCIS P. HARPER has just issued ‘‘ Remi- 
niscences of Literary London from 1779 to 
1853,” with interesting anecdotes of publishers, 
authors, and book auctioneers of that period, by 
Dr. Thomas Rees, with extensive additions by 
John Britton. To the anonymous editor of the 
volume we are indebted for the information 
that these ‘‘ Literary Reminiscences,” written 
about 1853, and privately issued, are known to 
but few persons, as but a limited number were 
printed for presentation. The authors were 
personally acquainted with all the prominent 
writers, artists,and makers of books, and many 
curious anecdotes, prices received by authors 
for their well-known works, editions sold, and 
personal peculiarities of literary and business 
men here given will be new to the reader. 

Dr. Thomas Rees very modestly called upon 


his friend John Britton to help him out in his | 


memories, and many of the most interesting 
facts in regard to the first issue of many books 
now standing among the noted classics are 
from his pen. John Britton was born 1771 and 
died 1857. He was one of the most eminent 


antiquaries of modern times, and issued eighty- | 


seven publications under his name. ‘‘ To him, 
more than to any individual,” says Allibone, 
‘‘ we are indebted for a rapidly progressive im- 
provement in the pictorial delineation of archi- 
tectural antiquities. His writings were all 
contributions to the gratification of a rational 
taste for what may be called the monuments of 
pastages.”’ His labors threw him with the peo- 
ple he so minutely describes in this little book. 
The volume is divided into three parts. 
Part 1 treats of Paternoster Row, past and 
present, and its booksellers; part 2 of Fleet 
Street and its immediate vicinity; and part 3 
of the Strand at the beginning of the century. 
Full descriptions are given of the publications 
which have become noted of the Rivingtons, 
the Chambers, H. G. Bohn, John Bell, the 
Sothebys, the Longmans, the Pickerings, etc. 
Among the authors of whom anecdotes are told 
are Robert Southey, Miss Mitford, Thomas 
Hood, Walton and Cotton, Walpole, Cruik- 
shank, Wm. Cobbett, ‘‘Dr. Syntax,” Leigh 
Hunt, Combe, etc. The material collected on 
auctions and auction sales is of great value. 


TO GATHER THE HISTORICAL REC- 
ORDS OF BROOKLYN,N. Y. 


SAMUEL A. HAYNEs and Jeremiah Johnson, 
Jr., appeared before a committee of the Com- 
mon Council on the 16th inst., on behalf of 
the Old Brooklynites, and urged the impor- 
tance of sending some competent person or 
persons to examine the records in Albany, 
Washington, London, and Amsterdam, and col- 
lect material for the history of Brooklyn from 
1623 to 1780. Many records, of priceless value 
to the historian, are being lost or destroyed. 
The census report of 1698 showed the name of 
every head of a family in Brooklyn, also the 
name of the passengers who came in the first 
ship, and many other matters of historical im- 
portance. The New York Historical Society 
has Brooklyn’s Dutch Church records, while her 
town records, which were stolen in 1776, are 
new in England. 
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CAMPAIGN LITERATURE. 


ACCORDING to the New York Evening Post 
Secretary Dowling,of the National Republican 
League at Washington, D. C., has given some 
significant facts concerning the demand for 
campaign literature now springing up. The 
call is almost exclusively for tariff literature, 
according to Mr. Dowling. ‘‘ Insome instances 
calls specify that they want no finance speeches, 
and from certain quarters financial literature is 
pronounced of no value. A very careful sys- 
tem has been inaugurated through newspaper 
and reading clubs in each town for the distri- 
bution of this reading-matter, and so marked has 
been the demand that the league is determined 
to send out only tariff documents, unless special- 
ly asked for other matter.” 


IN THE BOOK TRADE 
DURING 1895. 


ACCORDING to statistics prepared for the U. 
S. Bureau of Statistics by R. G. Dun & Co., the 
book business may be considered to be in a 
fairly healthy condition. The statistics re- 
ferred to are those of the failures that occurred 
in the United States in January and February 
during the years 1894, 1595, and 1896. Out of 
a total of 7129 firms who failed during that 
time there were 129 dealers in books and sta- 
tionery having liabilities amounting to $1,373,- 
376 out of a total of $60,850,130. The general 
stores seem to be the most unfortunate, dealers 
in hats, furs, and gloves the least so. The book- 
seller is next to the last in the list, in a classi- 
fication of fourteen divisions of traders. 


FAILURES 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS, 
ADVERTISING CUTS CANNOT BE COPY- 
RIGHTED. 

AN interesting decision has been made by 
Judge Peter S. Grosscup, of the United States 
District Court at Chicago, on the roth inst., in 
the case of J. L. Mott Iron Works vs. Clow 
(72 Fed. Rep. 168). 

Suit had been brought to enjoin infringe- 
ment of a copyright. The complainants, who 
are manufacturers of bath-tubs, have issued, 
from time to time, advertising sheets contain- 
ing a description of their porcelain baths, the 
dimensions and prices of the same, and such 
other information as people in that trade are 
interested in. The sheets also contain cuts or 
prints of such baths as are offered to the trade. 
The defendants, engaged, among other things, 
in a like business, have also, from time to 
time, issued advertising sheets or books con- 
taining like information, and in some cases 
closely copying the prints or cuts of baths con- 
tained in complainants’ sheets. A comparison, 
Judge Grosscup goes on to say, makes it pretty 
manifest that some of these cuts or prints of 
the defendants have been copied by photo- 
graphic processes, or otherwise, from the com- 
plainants’ cuts or prints; and the latter so 
averred. The defendants took the position that 
the matter in question was not, in law, a proper 
subject-matter of copyright. Judge Grosscup 
holds that it was not. He says that the cuts or 
prints shown in complainants’ sheets, in con- 
nection with their ornamental settings, may 
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have such artistic merit as would support a 
copyright if offered as a work of fine art. But 
the United States statutes, as amended by the 
act of 1874, limit the right of copyright to such 
cuts and prints’ as are connected with the fine 
arts. And the complainants did not show that 
the author or designer intended or contemplat- 
ed these cuts and prints as works of fine art. 
No copyright was asked upon them separately 
from the advertising sheet of which they are a 
part. They were not offered to the public as 
illustrations or works connected with fine arts, 
but as adjuncts simply to a publication connect- 
ed with a usefulart. ‘‘ Thecourt,’’says Judge 
Grosscup, ‘‘ will not supply an intention that the 
author or designer has not avowed, or give to 
the cut or prints a character and purpose dif- 
ferent from what their surroundings indicate.” 


THE WEST PUBLISHING CO, ACCUSED OF 
{NFRINGING RIGHTS IN ANDREWS’ S 
“ STEPHEN’S PLEADING.” 


CALLAGHAN & Co., the Chicago law publish- 
ers, began suit in the United States Circuit 
Court April 8 against the West Publishing 
Company, of St. Paul, Minn., for an infringe- 
ment of a copyright held by the former concern 
on Andrews's ‘‘Stephen’s Pleading,” the well- 
known treatise on the principles of pleading in 
civil actions first issued by the Chicago house 
in the spring of 1895. The bill filed by the 
complainant alleges that the respondent com- 
pany issued a text-book on pleading as part of 
the horn-book school series in the latter part of 
i394, the same being known as ‘‘Shipman’s 
Stephen’s Pleading.” Three months after the 
publication of Andrews’s ‘‘ Stephen's Pleading” 
the West Publishing Company is said to have put 
upon the market another edition of Stephen's 
in which Andrews's notes were copiously used. 
B. J. Shipman, editor of the work which bears 
his name, isa St. Paul man. Callaghan & Co. 
will enjoin the respondent company from fur- 
ther publication of Andrews’s ‘‘Stephen’s 
Pleading,” and will ask liquidating damages for 
every copy of the work sold, which they claim 
was published in violation of their copyright. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


Leon Say, the French statesman and politi- 
cal economist, died in Paris on the 21st inst. 
He was born in Paris June 6, 1826. His 
father Horace Emile, and his grandfather, Jean 
Saptiste, were both noted writers in their day 
on social and political subjects, the latter's 
‘‘ Décade Philosophique”’ being one of the most 
remarkable products of the revolutionary epoch. 
Leon Say was an uncompromising republican, 
and did much to make a revival of monarchy 
impossible. His principal works are: ‘‘ His- 
toire de la Caisse d’'Escompte,” 1848; ‘‘Le 
Socialisme d’Etat,’’ 1884; ‘‘ Turgot,” 1887 ; es- 
Says on financial questions, editions of manuals 
on political economy, and numerous articles 
published in Le Journal des Débats, L’ Annuaire 
ce 2’ Economie Politique, and Le Journal des 
L.conomistes. 


BARON CONSTANTIN DE GRIMM, the well- 
known cartoonist, died in New York on the 
16th inst. He was born in St. Petersburg, 
December 30, 1845, and came of old Saxon 
Stock. He served through the Franco-Prus- 
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sian War, at the close of which he founded the 
Berlin Puck. In 1879 he removed to Paris, 
and for five years was connected with the 
leading French and English illustrated jour- 
nals. In 1884 he came to New York, and irom 
that time to a comparatively recent date his 
cartoons have been familiar to the reading 
public. He was associated in 1892 with Carl 
Hauser in the management of a comic weekly 
called //e//o, which did not prove a financial 
success. Later he was associated with a bu- 
reau. which supplied to a newspaper syndicate 
articles and illustrations of various sorts. 


Rover’ BLACKIE, of the firm of Blackie & 
Son, of Glasgow and London, died at Cannes 
on the 2d inst., aged 77 years. He was the son 
of John Blackie, the founder of the firm, who 
died in 1874, at the age of 93. He devoted 
much attention toart,in the principles of which 
he received a thorough grounding from the late 
W. L. Leitch. Owing to his special tastes and 
qualifications, the artistic department of the 
firm naturally fell under his charge, and works 
produced by Blackie & Son in which illustra- 
tions formed a feature owed much to his minute 
attention and supervision. Although art was 
Mr. Blackie’s specialty he had a fine taste in 
literature, and not a few of the books issued by 
his firm were all the better internally as wellas 
externally from the share taken by him intheir 
production. Mr. Blackie, who was a widower, 
is survived bya son, James Robertson Blackie, 
and by three daughters. His brother, Dr. Wal- 
ter G. Blackie, remains the only survivor of the 
second generation of Blackie & Son. The busi- 
ness, which was formed into a private limited 
company some years ago, has now for its di- 
rectors Dr. W. G. Blackie, John Alexander 
Blackie, James Robertson Blackie, and Walter 
W. Blackie. 


AustTINn Apport, LL.D., lawyer, author, and 
Dean of the New York University Law School, 
died suddenly on the rgth inst. at his home in 
New York City. Dr. Abbott was the second 
son of Jacob Abbott, and a nephew of John S. 
C. Abbott. He was born in Boston, Mass., 
December 18, 1831. He studied law in the 
New York University, from which he was 
graduated in 1851, and a year later he was ad- 
mitted to the New York bar. He began the 
practice of his profession with his elder brother, 
Benjamin Vaughan Abbott, who died several 
years ago. The two brothers collaborated in 
literary work, and two of their joint produc- 
tions were ‘‘ Cone-cut Corners” and ‘‘ Matthew 
Caraby,” published in 1855 and 1858, respec- 
tively. Dr. Abbott was the author of many 
law-books and magazine articles relating to 
legal subjects. His most important law-books 
are ‘‘ New Cases, Mainly New York Decisions,” 
of which there are seventeen volumes pub- 
lished between 1877 and 1886 ; ‘‘ Official Report 
of the Trial of the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher,” 
four volumes of ‘‘ Reportsand Decisions of the 
New York Court of Appeals,” thirty-three vol- 
umes of ‘‘ Digests of New York Statutes and 
Reports of United States Courts, and of the 
Laws of Corporations; Reports of Practice 
Cases,” ‘‘ Trial Evidence,” and ‘‘ Trial Brief 
for Civil Jury Cases.” Dr. Abbott began his 
lectures in the alumni course of the University 
Law School in 1884, and at the same time was 
editor of Zhe New York Daily Register, from 
which he retired in 1889. 
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THE BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE. 


THE regular ‘‘ Smoker” of the League, held 
on the 17th inst., was not so well attended as 
usual, owing, probably, to the exceedingly hot 
weather. However, those present were amply 
repaid for their loyalty and perseverance, The 
address by Prof. C. G. Herbermann, of the Col- 
lege of the City of New York, on ‘‘ Booksellers 
of Ancient Greece and Rome” was alone well 
worth the exertion of braving the weather. 

Prof. Herbermann introduced his address by 
describing the mode of preparing the Egyptian 
papyrus from the sedge plant indigenous to 
that country. He dwelt particularly on the 
perishableness of the material and cited Pliny, 
who considered a papyrus two hundred years 
old as a marvel. Four causes—the reader, 
dampness, moths, and mice—account for the 
fact that not a single papyrus of Greece and 
Rome has survived. Thesheets of papyrus va- 
ried in size from eight to twelve inches in 
length and from four to eight inches in 
breadth. These leaves were fastened together 
to make rolls that sometimes measured nearly 
300 feetinlength. It was not until 250 B.c., 
that Kallimachus, librarian of the Alexandrian 
Library under Ptolemy Philadelphus, estab- 
lished a unit of measure for manuscripts—lim- 
iting a book of poetry to 1000 verses, and a 
book of prose to 2000 verses, or about 25 pages 
for the former and 50 pages for the latter. 
The lecturer next described the writing ma- 
terials and the methods of the librarii. Asan 
instance of the rapidity with which these pen- 
men could work, he quoted Martial, who 
claimed that a book of his epigrams, covering 
540 lines, required but an hour to complete. 
Birt, in attempting to test this, found that 
he could write but 450 lines in two hours. 

The first booksellers in Greece were estab- 
lished, according to reports, at Athens 432- 
425 B.c. According to Xenophon, booksellers 
even in his day sold books by catalogues, and 
sent them abroad to Gaul, Africa, Spain, and 
Asia. As to the prices obtained for early 
manuscripts, an instance was given of the sale 
in Athens 407 B.c. of two leaves of papyrus 
for about 50 cents; considering the difference 1n 
the value of money the books of the time must 
have been beyond the reach of all but the 
wealthy. As an indication of the lucrativeness 
of the business of selling manuscripts, Prof. 
Herbermann cited the case of Firmus, an 
Egyptian paper-maker, who was so rich that 
he maintained an army and had himself pro- 
claimed emperor. 

Later in Rome prices moderated, judging 
from the increase of private libraries and their 
size. The editions of books, too, grew to about 
1000 copies each of the works of the more popu- 
larauthors. Fashions and fads gradually came 
into vogue, and we hear of ordinary books, 
miniature books, illustrated books, with pict- 
ures and scenes or with portraits, and of ex- 
pensive books, editions de luxe, with gold, 
silver, and purple letters, and illustrated mar- 
gins. 

Though there was no copyright, authors 
apparently did not seem to fare badly, Pliny 
having received $16,000 for his ‘‘ Commentarii 
Electorum” (160 books), Suetonius $640 for 
his ‘‘Annals,”’ etc. 

The preservation of ancient literature, the 
lecturer pointed out, was due to the use of 


parchment, to which we also owe the ‘‘Codex’’— 
folded—form. Parchment was used exclusively 
by the early Christian Church in preparing its 
records and in copying the works of the more 
ancient classic writers. 

Professor Herbermann’s lecture was fol- 
lowed by selections played on the mandolin 
and guitar by Edward Bleecker and T. Ried- 
inger, comic Irish songs by the comedians 
Conroy and Brown, recitations from Kip- 
ling by Volney Streamer, and a simultane- 
ous performance on a harmonica and a banjo 
by Louis Meyers. The dinner committee re- 
ported at the managers’ meeting, held before 
the ‘‘Smoker”’ commenced, that it would turn 
into the treasury a small surplus instead 
of drawing upon it for funds to cover an antici- 
pated deficit, 


POSTAL MATTERS. 
“ ECONOMIC POSTAGE SYSTEM.” 


THE House Committee on Post-Offices and 
Post-Roads on the 17th inst. ordered a favora- 
ble report on the bill of Mr. Loud, of Cali- 
fornia, to extend the uses of the mail service 
by providing for what is termed the ‘‘eco- 
nomic postage system,” the object of which is 
to enable the Economic Postage Association to 
furnish the tradespeople of the United States 
with a convenient and cheap method of solicit- 
ing trade by mail and the public a convenient 
and inexpensive method of placing orders. 

To accomplish these purposes the associa- 
tion asks the use of the United States mails 
under such provisions as will give absolute 
security as to the payment of postage tothe 
government and under such rules and regula- 
tions as may be prescribed by the Postmaster- 
General. It is the intention to furnish busi- 
ness men with the coupon cards and envelopes 
of this association for trade purposes, and it is 
desired to allow the postage upon all such 
cards and envelopes to be paid through the as- 
sociation at the office of delivery. The effect 
of this legislation will be to place the expense 
of an order by mail on the receiver instead of 
on the sender. 

The following reasons for extending this 
privilege are advanced: 

1. It would facilitate the use of the mails for business 
and trade purposes. 

2. It would enable tradespeople to do over 8o per cent. 
more business with the same expenditure. 

a. It would give to local dealers a new system of so- 
liciting orders from their customers. 

4. It would serve the convenience of the public in mai!- 
ing their orders instead of being required to deliver them 
at the particular place of business. 


5. It would increase the revenues of the government by 
the increased advantages granted. 


It is claimed that all the business men of the 
entire United States would give an annual in- 
crease of $30,500,000 net postal revenue as a 
result of the adoption of this new system. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


LiLoyp OszorNg, the stepson of Robert Louis 
Stevenson, was married on the 11th inst., in 
Honolulu, to Miss Catherine Durham, of Stan- 
ford University. 

HENRY JAMEs is writing a love-story for the 


Illustrated London News. It will begin in July 
and run for thirteen weeks. Mr. James has 
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ready for the press a new volume of stories, to 
be published under the title of ‘‘ Embarrass- 
ments.” 

ALGERNON C. SWINBURNE has in press a 
larger and more important poem than any he 
has published for some years. It is Malory’s 
story Of Balen, told in a somewhat elaborate 
rhymed measure, but with great closeness to 
the original. The poem is, both in scheme and 
method, an entirely new departure for Mr. 
Swinburne, and should excite more than ordi- 
nary interest. 


LONDON has been trying to discover who 
wrote ‘‘ The Little Gods of Grub Street.” Itis 
a biting skit in rhyme upon the supposed can- 
didates for the laureateship. It turns out that 
this and ‘‘ Arrows of Song” are by Eric Mac- 
kay, brother of Marie Corelli, who seems to 
be disappointed that the laurel wreath failed 
to fall upon his own brow. The Lippincotts 
have just issued American editions of these 
books, which will be delicious morsels for the 
literary. 


Tue friends of Paul Verlaine, prompted by 
the publisher Vanier, have suggested their in- 
tention of erecting, during the spring of 1897, 
a monument to the memory of the poet. It is 
to be the work of the sculptor Niederhausen, 
and is to stand in the Jardin du Luxembourg. 
It is planned to cover the expense connected 
with this monument by the publication of a 
volume dedicated to Verlaine, to which ail his 
admirers and friends shall be invited to add 
their estimate of the great symbolist poet. 


H. PHELPS WHITMARSH, the author of the 
clever sea story in the current Century, en- 
titled ‘‘ The Mutiny on the Jimmy Aiken,” is a 
young Boston man who successfully combines 
the wholesale drug business with that of wield- 
ing the pen. He has in turn been a sailor, 
pearl diver, electrician, and business man, 
and was first brought to public notice by his 
articles on the Australian pearl fisheries. He 
is now engaged upon a book of adventure, 
which is to be published in Boston this fall. 





JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 


Les Maitres del A fiche, the new poster month- 
ly published by L’Imprimerie Chaix, 20 Rue 
Bergére, Paris, has made arrangements to in- 
clude hereafter the work of English and 
American artists.

THE spring number of the Parisian, published 
by M. L. Dexter, Carnegie Hall, New York, 
contains, among others, translations of articles 
on ‘“*Paul Verlaine,” by Fernand Gregh; ‘‘A 
Negro Bible,” by Jean Hess; ‘‘ European and 
American Posters’; and ‘‘Some Italian Wri- 
ters,” by Ugo Ozetto. 


Le Courier du Livre has entered upon 1ts 
second year. It is a bi-monthly, devoted to 
signed articles on new and old books of special 
importance, published by Emile Rondeau, 19 
Boulevard Montmartre, Paris, for a group of 
bibliographes and bibliophiles. It is preceded 
by weekly supplements, in which are noticed 
the new books, and which give some space to 
news in literary and art circles, and a list of 
announcements of books in preparation. 
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THE Bulletin du Bibliophile et du Bibliothe- 
caire, the monthly review now in its sixty-third 
year, devotes an article of interest to the work 
of J.C. Brunet, who was one of its original 
founders. This learned periodical confines 
itself exclusively to works relating to manu- 
scripts, printing, binding, bibliography, and 
heraldry, only occasionally going out of its way 
to describe some publication de /uxe, of which 
a copy has been duly sent its editor, M. Georges 
Vicaire. Itisissued from the Librairie Teche- 
ner, 219 Rue St. Honoré, Paris.

Rue Coétlogon, Paris, has just issued, in an 
edition limited to one hundred copies, the lect- 
ures delivered by Léon Gruel before L’ Associ- 
ation Philotechnique, 1894-1895. M. Gruel, 
who is president of La Chambre Syndicale, 
which publishes a bi-monthly paper, Za Reliure, 
thus divides his four lectures: 1, binding 
of antiquity ; 2, binding in the so-called Mid- 
dle Ages ; 3, binding in the epoch of the Re- 
naissance, the richest of all; 4, binding in the 
Xviith and xviith centuries. M. Gruel did not 


aim to give a complete history of binding, but 
strove, in a fascinating manner, toimpress upon 
his listeners the peculiar styles of each period 
and the reasons for them. 


MAcMILLAN & Co. have in preparation a 
‘* History of American Literature,” for use in 
secondary schools, by Prof. Katharine Lee 
Bates, of Wellesley College. The book con- 
sists mainly of the literary narrative, but an 
appendix presents a scheme for study and class- 
room work. They will publish shortly a smal] 
volume on ‘‘ The Interpretation of Literature,” 
by W. H. Crawshaw, Professor of English Lit- 
erature in Colgate University, who ‘‘empha- 
sizes the conception of literature as an art, and 
seeks, not to examine it from without, but to 
interpret it from within”; a work of interesting 
original research entitled ‘‘ London Burial- 
grounds”; alsoa novelentitled ‘‘ The Daughter 
of a Stoic,” by Cornelia Atwood Pratt. 


Dopp, MgEap & Co. have issued, in a limited 
edition of 350 copies, ‘‘ The Journal of Captain 
William Pote, Jr., During His Captivity in the 
French and Indian War from May, 1745, to 
August, 1747." Capt. Pote was master of the 
schooner Montague, engaged for the time in 
carrying artificers and supplies for the repair 
and defence of the Fort ot Annapolis Royal, an 
important English stronghold in the Five Years’ 
French and Indian War. He was captured, 
with his vessel, by the French and Indians on 
May 17, 1745, in Annapolis Basin, between Goat 
Island and Scotch Fort on the shore, about five 
miles from Annapolis Royal. He was skilful 
in both surveys and seamanship, and his cap- 
ture was a serious loss to the English cause in 
Canada. He was taken by a circuitous route 
to Quebec, was there kept in prison two years, 
and released July 30, 1747. He kept a minute 
journal of his experiences, and of the important 
events of the war, which supplies many missing 
links, and reconciles contradictions which had 
hitherto defied the student of American coloni- 
al history. The journal was found acciden- 
tally in Geneva, Switzerland, by John Fletcher 
| Hurst, who prefaces the journal with an account 
of Captain Pote and the importance of his 
journal. The work contains numerous por- 
traits and plans, and is accompanied by a repro- 
duction from the manuscript draft in the Lenox 
Library of Charles Morris’s map of the north- 
ern English colonies and French neighboring 
settlements in 1749.
